Hairy vetch has been tried a few 
times in the county in the past 
with little success but this has, in 
general, been due to one or both 
of two things; first, insufficient 
fall moisture; second, late plant­ 
ings and subsequent winter killing. 
Vetch must have sufficient mois­ 
ture! the moisture is here now) 
and it must be planted from Sep­ 
tember 15 to October 15th (tho 
time is here now) in order to make 
and waiter holding power of tho 
sufficient growth 
to 
withstand 
winter sub-freezing temperatures. 
Also inoculation (with commer­ 
cial bacteria culture) at planting 
time is cheap vetch insurance. 
Planting rates are 20 pounds of 
seed per acre broadcast alone (or 
IO pounds in a small grain mix­ 
ture) and covered by running out 
the middles with a middlebuster, 
or 15 pounds per acre drilled alone 
(7 or 8 pounds in mixture). 
Drilling gives the better stand. 
Wheat, oats or rye mixed with 
hairy vetch makes a good winter 
combination, with Abruzzi rye be­ 
ing preferred on peanut (sandy) 
land. 
Tho green manure crop is turned 
under in the spring when IO to 
12 inches high and two weeks be­ 
fore the following crop is to be 
planted.
